The Headquarter of the Board will be located at Chandigarh . The tenure of the Board will be two 
years from the date of issue ofthis notification . The meeting of the Board can be convened anywhere in the 
State of Haryana with the prior permission of the Chairman . The non - official members of the Board 
draw their TA /DA from the budget of Industries Department, Haryana as is admissible to the 101-official 
members of Loan Advisory Committees . The Board will must meet once in 4 month period 

The functions of the Board will be as follows : 


(i) To advice the Government on important policies pertaining to handicrafts. 
( ii ) To recommend the Government certain steps to b : taken to piomste/Develop han licrafts 

in the State keeping in view the humanitarian , Socio -economic, technical, financial, organi - 

sational, cultural and artistic angles. 
(iii ) To advice the Government on fixing up the priorities . 
(iv ) To advise measures in respect of extension and development of indigenous and foreign 

markets for persoas engaged in handicrafts . 
(v) To recommend other pecessary measures to promote bandicrafts such as technological 

improvements, quality control, development cf designs, production development ard 
research training extension education Centres , to organise cooperative societies and outer 
organisations, arranging the loan , stocking of raw material, to improve the living conditions 

of craftsmen . 
(vi) To review the progress of handicrafts in the State from time to time. 
( vii) The handicrafts Board , in coordination and Cooperation with the Central Government and 

other State Governments , would expand the development of handicrafts and make it more 

meaningful. 
( viii) The Board , with the prlor approval of the Government may constitute committees, sub- Commi 

ttees to sort out and solve main problems pertaining to the development of haodicrafts in 
the State ,
